ing. At least this was the excuse his 
secretary pleaded for him. 


Cool as a Cucumber. 


The balloon used, the £t. Louis, be- 
longs to Mr. Gardner, and was used 
as ao captive at the World's Fair. It 
is about 30x33 in diameter, has a ca- 
pacity of 25,000 cubic feet of gas, and 
a lifting power of 800 pounds. 

When Cartwright and Honevwel) 
stepped into the canvas and wicker 
car, and the straining balloon almost 
swept from their feet the laborers 
who were restraining it from prema- 
ture flight, the young man did not 
betray the least nervousness. He 
chewed gum with nonchalance and 
chatted unconcernedly with several 
dozens of his friends, who were chaf- 
fing him about the perils of his trip.

Only 
newspaper reporters and friends of the 
aeronauts were permitted within the 
gas plant, but the heaps of coal and 
the cars and the fences about the 
vards were crowded. Loud cheers arose 
as the stars and stripes were thrown 
to the breeze, and the balloon swept 
into the air. 

Aeronaut Honeywell was on the scene 
early in the morning with a corps of as- 
sistants. The great varnished silk bag 
lay in orderly piles on the ground and 
was connected with a gas pipe by a 
long duck hose. 


and the folds of the bag soon began to 
flutter and rise, and in 30 minutes the 
outlines of the balloon could be seen 
plainly. By 9:15 o’clock the bag was 
figuratively standirg on tip-toes, and 
was held down by bags of sand weigh- 
ing about a ton. 

In the basket t'e aeronauts ‘took a 
box of luncheon, containing fried chick- 
en, devilled crabs, cake, pie and a bot- 
tle of champagne. Two bottles of beer 
were hastily nried from under 
the lid at the moment of starting and 
placed aboard.

State Laws Might as Well Be 
Killed as Chloroformed 
by Injunction. 











Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
EVA'NSVILLE, Ind., July 4.—Gov. Jo- 


seph W. Folk of Misouri was the princi- 
pal orator at the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion here today. He discussed the dan-| 
gers of the growing tendency of the 
Federal Government to curtail the 
rights of the states by enjoining the en- 
forcement of statutes. On this subject 
Gov. Folk said: 

“IT believe the real work of the next 
few years is to be done in the states. 
These are the great experimental sta- 
tions of representative government, and 
they have been most neglected. It is 
elementary to say that under our form 
of government the State is sovereign 
as to all matters except those delegated 
to the Federal Government. 

“With these exceptions each State has 
the absolute right of self-government. 
This right should be zealously guarded 
from the encroachments of the Federal 
Government beyond the powers dele- 
gated to it by the states. The General 
Government derives its powers wholly 
from the states and beyond this express 
grant of authority and that necessarily 
implied from it, it cannot justly go. 

The Agent of the "States. 

“The General Government is the agent 
of the states, not the master of the 
states. The states are supreme in their 
sphere, limited only by their own consti- 
tutions and by powers which they have 
delegated to the Federal Government. In 
the tendency to centralize power in the 
Federal Government which has been 
given such an impetus of late there is 
danger to our institutions and the integ- 
rity and dignity of the states, not neces- 
sary to the preservation of the ideas 
of government that were crystallized in 
the formation of the Republic. 

‘‘Nowhere is this encroachment on the 
rights of the states more marked than 
in the wholesale nullification of State 
laws bv Federal injunction without 
hearing and before trial. The rule has 
always been that a statute is presumed 
to be good until shown to be had. Un- 
der the modern injunction process stat- 
utes are suspended arbitrarily on motion 
and the State officers are enjoined by | 
Federal] authority from enforcing the 
mandates of a Sovereign State. 

“It may be that after years of litiga- 
tion and after the necessity for the 
statute has passed away the court will 
declare it good. 


Causes Years of Delay. 
“Since thes injunctions are usually is- 


sued as a matter of course and continue 
until the case is tried, which is gen- 
erally several years, this practice vir- 
tually puts in the hands of a railroad, 
for instance, the veto power of any 
legislation it does not like. The result 
is unless the consent of a railroad can 
be obtained to pending legislation the 
State becomes powerless. 

“No good citizen desires to be unjust 
to railroads. That they develop a coun- 
try and are important factors in the 
struggle of the human race for prog 
ress all must recognize. But that they 
must be regulated and that the states 
should not be left as mere subjects of 
their benevolence all must admit. It is 
never wise to trust to the benevolence 
of the owner of a monopoly. 

“Yet to this humiliating position some 
of the states are reduced today through 
Federal injunction. These railroads 
obtain their charters which give them 
life from the states. They secure the 
right of eminent domain from the 
states. The states protect their prop- 
erty through police and militia. They 
should be subject to State laws that 
are constitutional and fair. 

“No one could object to a court, State 
or Federal, declaring a statute uncon 
stitutional if found to be so after hear- 
ing. But there should be protest against | ¢ 
statutes of the states being suspended 
as presumptively bad until the case i$ 
determined. This is like puNnishir <a man 
first and trying him afterwards.

FUGITIVES ARESHIELDED 
Texas Sheriff Seeking Jail- 
Breakers, Sent on a 
False Clew. 





Kansas City outdoes St. Louis in po- 
lice graft and corruption, according to 
Joseph B. Shannon of Kansas City, 
Gov. Folk’s political representative in 
Western Missouri. 

“Our detectives became so bold,’’ said 
Mr. Shannon to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er at the Southern Hotel Thursday, 
“that they rifled the ‘rogues’ gallery 
and soid the pictures back to the 
thieves, thus destroying an important 
means of identification. 

The Police Board is now investigating 
, Kansas City police conditions and much 
‘startling evidence has come to light. 
i'Gov. Folk ordered the inquiry, and un- 
(less he insists on the board getting at 
all the facts, the inquiry, Mr. Shannon 
believes, is likely to fall short. 

Boss Rule Prevails. 

“Kansas City is suffering from cor- 
poration boss rule,’’ declared Mr. Shan- 
non. 

“The Metropolitan Street Railway Co. 
has been running things up there to 
suit itself. It has a friend on the Po- 
lice Board now and he is trying to 
sSugar-coat the present disclosures. 

“No city in the world would stand 
for the things that have disgraced the 
Kansas City Police Department. 

‘Witnesses in the St. Louis investi- 
gation were protected, but in Kansas 
City they get sld¥gged almost the mo- 
ment they emerge from the board room. 

“There is little encouragement for 
those who desire to bring out all the 
facts, but, nevertheless, I believe that 
Gov. Folk will see to it that no white- 
washing is done. 

“Take the case of Policeman Stegge, 
employed in the Bertillon room. He 
noticed photographs of well-known 
thieves had disappeared from his de- 


partment. 
$100 for a Picture. 

“He said nothing, but set a watch 
to prevent a repetition of the robberies. 
One of the detectives finding himself 
foiled went to Stegge one day and of- 
f«-red him $100 for the ‘mug’ of a certain 
ex-convict. — 

“Stegge indignantly refused* the of- 
fer. When the board summoned him as 
a witness he told of the incident with- 
out reserve and also of the rogues’ zal- 





lery’s missing pictures. 


‘““At the conclusion of his testimony 
he went downstairs, where he was beat- 
en unmercifully by two detectives. 

“Stegge is now guarded by another po- 
liceman. Although he is 6 feet 2 inches 
tall and weighs about 200 pounds, he is 
almost a nervous wreck from worry 
caused by threats against his life.

‘Some time ugo three ex-convicts, one 
serving a 30-year sentence: another, 20 





‘years and a third 10 years, escaped from 


the prison at Fort Worth. The Texas 
Sheriff was informed that the fail-break 
had been engineered by several Kan- 
sas City thieves. He went to Kansas 
City and interviewed detectives. 

“It appears that one of the escaped 
thieves was arrested in Kansas City 
a few days before, on a charge of va- 
grancy, and fined $100. A detective to 
whom the Texas Sheriff imparted his 
troubles paid the fine. 

“The Sheriff was told that men an- 
swering the description he gave were 
seen in Denver. After a vain search 
there for the fugitives he wrote back 
to the Kansas City detectives telling 
them of his hard luck. They answered 
that he wasn’t persistent enough: that 
they were sure the thieves had gone 
there. 

Scared by Crook's Threat. 

“Meanwhile a big robbery was pulled 
off in Kansas City. A wealthy stock- 
man named Meehan was lured to the 
outskirts of town and robbed of $5000. 

‘Meehan pursued the _ thieves and 
caught one of them, who had $2900 of 
his money. It turned out that the 
prisoner was one of those who had es- 
caped from the Texas Jail. 

‘He threatened to peach on his com- 
panions if he was not protected. Some 
of the detectives fearing exposure sent 
a dispatch to the Texas Sheriff and 
when the Sheriff responded the prisoner 
was hurried away without requisition 
papers.

Crowd Yells.

In the first interview given in Boston 
since his return from Europe, the an- 
tagonist of Standard Oil paid his re- 
spects to the quarry of which the Fed- 
eral Government has been in pursuit. 

“He will probably say: “Times have 
changed, Judge, and here I am. You 
might give me fifteen days in jail.’ And 
there is a good chance that he will get 
fifteen years instead of fifteen days. 

“The old fox has been run down and 
he can no more escape punishment and 
Standard Oil can no more escape pun- 
ishment than they can turn back the 
clock and have things their own way, as 
they used to have them.

As a municipal corporation, St. Louis has pow- 
er to do everything which will protect the rights 
of the people of the city and advance their inter- 
ests within the limits of their common rights, 
under the Constitution of Missouri. 
This is the meaning of its “power of eminent 
domain” and its police power, as a municipal 
corporation, created by its own people, with 
the help of the people of the State. It is not 
merely a right to condemn a right of way through 
private property by due process of law when 
it is needed for a street, a railroad or any other 
public utility. It is the right to exercise the 
supremacy of the public by due process of 
law, in all ways which belong to due process 
of law. 
. When it is declared by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri that St. Louis has the same right to 
construct a public bridge that it has to construct 
a public street, it means that the city has the 
right of self-preservatic:: and due process of law 
for enforcing it. 
With this power in reserve, St. Louis can never 
be “tied down” or closed up by any method what- 
ever. If its liberality is abused against it, if 
what it concedes for public purposes is used un- 
lawfully for private ends, it has due process of 
law as its remedy always ready and with the 
power of the public actually behind it, always ir- 
resistible against every influence which obstructs 


the city’s progress.

THE QUICK OR THE DEAD? 
The London cable dispatches have us guessing. 
The puzzlement lies in the report of the Pilgrims’ 
Club luncheon to Mark Twain. 

This was a really notable function. That part 
3 clear enough. But there the story gets foggy. 
“Augustine Birrell presided,” it runs, “and in a 
witty speech humorously divided authors into 
two classes—the living and the dead.” And there 
that part of the story stops. 

Now, what can you make out of that? Where's 
the barb? Why was the tale broken off so short? 
If a real Englishman has made a really witty 
after-eating speech, what’s the idea in withhold- 
ing it from a waiting world? 

The speaker “humorously divided authors into 
two classes—the living and the dead.”’ Is that all 
of it? If so, then is the joke on the quick or the 
dead? Does the witty Birrell wish us to infer 
that it’s excruciatingly funny to be a dead author? 
Or that it’s an hilarious jest to be a living one? 
Or does the humor of it lie in the circumstance 
that there are “dead ones” still walking the stage 
—mere animated corpses? Or is the joke on those 
who have been buried alive in oblivion? How 
about it, anyway? Maybe we’re unduly dull; but 
if there’s a laugh coming, we want it. 

There are signs, though, that the cable told all 
there was to tell. Chauncey Depew was one of 
the luncheon guests, and “applauded Mr. Birrell 
uproariously.” He wouldn’t have done that, 
would he, if there had been any real point to the 
performance? So perhaps it’s all right, just as 
it stands. 
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The South Carolina brand of humor is closely 
allied to idiocy. It was thought exceedingly fun- 
ny down there to handcuff a bride and bridegroom 
on a railway train. 
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CONSCRIPTS OF THE SYSTEM. 

The Chicago Tribune is not likely to be ac- 
cused of undue prejudice against the methods of 
protected industries in the studies it is publishing 
of their methods in Massachusetts.
